hard times have begun for Bartholdt, 
for O’Connor’ has announced his inten- 
tion of contesting Bartholdt’s election, 
with hope of gaining his seat in Con- 
gress. 

O'Connor told friends Thursday thut 
he had decided to contest Bartholdt's 
election. O’Connor came within 499 
votes of Bartholdt in the city portion of 
the Tenth, and ran only about 1200 b>- 
hind him in St. Louis County, which 
forms the remainder of the district. 


O’Connor would make no statement for 
publication about his purpose. He has 
received many congratulations since the 


‘publication of the returns, on the re- 


markable showing he made in what was 
considered a hopelessly Republican dis- 
trict. 

His Grounds Not Known, 

It is not known what ‘grounds O’Con- 
nor expects to name in support of any 
charge that Bartholdt’ was not right- 
fully elected. If he could show that 
any improper method was used to bring 
about Bartholdt’s victory, it is believed 
by his supporters that the next House 
of Representatives would give him a 
ready hearing. 

Bartholdt, jas a type of extreme stand- 
pat Republicanism, will have little 
standing in the next House, but the 
very strength of the Democratic ma- 
jority. may.render the House leaders 
rather indifferent about unseating tHe 
few Republicans. 

Contested Congressional elections 
have become the rule in. the Eleventh 
but the size 
of Bartholdt’s majorities in the past 
has rendered him immune. 

Gill Considering Centest. 

Michael J. Gill, who on the face of tht 
veturns was beaten by less than 5800 
votes in the Twelfth District by L. 
Cc. Dyer, is considering a contest. His 
friends say the Kinney faction knifed 
him in the river wards. He has not 
fully decided whether to bring a cdén- 
test on this ground, which would in- 
volve the necessity of making charges 
chiefly against Democratic party work- 
ers.

Delmar Garden in the last three sum- 
mer seasons, Circuit Judge Taylor 
Thursday awarded to Mrs. Berenice 
Jannopoulo $15 a month alimony, in 
connection with the divorce decree 
which he had just granted to her. The 
husband made no objection to the di- 
vorce, and all his testimony was on. the 
subject of his resources, which he de- 
clared were greatly limited. 


Mrs. Jannopoulo, smartly dressed in a 
gray suit, wearing a black hat and car- 
rying a green chatelaine bag, told the 
Court that, with economy, she believed 
she would be 
month, She said her husband’s income, 
as an amusement manager, had been 
as high as $30,000 a year. Perhaps it had 
not been quite so large in the last few 
years, she said. A real estate agent, 
S. J. Kotsrean, testified that the garden 
property, in which Jannopoulo holds a 
70. per cent interest, was worth $435,000. 

Testifies of His Debts. 

Jannopoulo told a different story. He 
testified that the property was not 
valued at. more than: $400,000, and that 
it bore two deeds of trust which, he 
said, represented a debt so large that 
he would be willing to sell the property 
to pay the debt. 

“For the last three years, he said, “I 
have been living off my life insurance. 
I had paid-up policies for $52,000, and I 
borrowed to the limit on the policies. 
I have not been able to pay even in- 
terest on the loans, and-so have lost 
the policies. At present I have $600. I 
am boarding at 525 West Gate avenue, 
and paying $20 a month board. I am 
living in poorer fashion than I ever 
dreamed I would have to.” 

He said thé °ffiancial troubles of 
Delmar Garden began with the buiid- 
ing of the dramatic theater. three 
summers ago. This venture was a 
heavy. loss, and a suit for $41,000, 
now pending, against Frank R. Tate, 
was one of the results of the thea- 
ter’s difficulties. 

Loss of $52,000 in Three Years. 

In the last three years, he said, the 
garden has lost $52,000, and his salary 
aS manager has for the greater part 
of the time been unpaid, making it 
necessary for him to raisa money on 
his insurance, This year, he sald, the 
season opened with a long cold spell, 
followed by two months of fairly good 
Some days, he said, the 
garden wuld take in $25 and be at 
$500 expense. He said the aerial 
automobile track, in which he owns 
stock, has not been profitable. 

The company tried to borrow money, 
he gaid, but was “turned down” even by 
professional money lenders. 

He said judgments were pending 
against him on notes he had given for 
his wife’s automobile, and for silver- 
ware and jewelry purchased for her. 

In announcing his award of $150 a 
month alimony Judge Taylor said that 
f Jannopoulo’s financial condition should 
improve later, the amount might be in- 
creased. He also ordered him to pay 
$200 as his wife’s lawyer fee. 

Mrs. Jannopoulo’s testimony was that 
ber husband was overbearing in his 
manner aot home, would scold her when 
she had been out, would disdain his 
food, and that when she was suffering 
from nervous prostration, he showed 
no concern. A negro maid who had 
been employed in the house said Janno- 
poulo always “brought home a grouch,” 
and that she never saw him smile.

Hodges, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, probably will be elected. 

Reports from down-state precincts in 
Illinois reduced the early Roosevelt lead 
of 26,477 given him in Chicago, to 4175. 
The returns from 42 counties were in- 
complete. They could easily give the 
State to Wilson, and Democratic Na 
tional . Committeeman  -Boeschenstein 
made the claim that Wilson would have, 
a plurality of 15,000 in Tlilinois. 

Late returns from California give Wil- 
son a lead over Roosevelt of 1266, the 
returns from 3872 precincts of 4372 giving 
Wilson 267,501 and Roosevelt 266,235. The 
remaining precincts are expected to 
slightly increase Wilson's plurality. 
Roosevelt’s plurality in Los Angeles was 
17,550, 

The result in Wyoming will not be 
known until the official count of the bal- 
lots, 

Popular Vote in Doubt, 

What the popular vute of the nation 
will be is a matter for speculation. The 
returns probably will not be known for 
several days. The bedt estimates in- 
dicate that Wilson's vote will exceer! 
6,500,000 and that Roosevelt and Taft 
will each have about 3,:00,000. Wether 
Roosevelt or Taft will have the greater 
vote is in doubt, but it is believed that 
they will not be more than 600,000 votes 
apart when the complete returns are 
in. ° 

In 1908 the popular vote was: Taft, 
7,678,008; Bryan, 6,409,104; Debs, 420,793. 

However their totals go, it seems as- 
sured that. Wilson will not have a ma- 
jority of. the total vote cast. 

Socialists believe that Debs has polled | 
nearly a million votes.

NDON, Nov. 7.—““We will sing a te 


aba of Thanksgiving in the Mosque 
of St. Sophia next Sunday,” bopsted 
leaders of the conquering army of Bul- 
gn today before the last Turkish bat- 
fle | e between them and the city of 


Constantinople. 
.Of the great European empire con- 
quered by Mohammedan invaders cen- 
es ago, there remained today only 
five small districts in thé hands of the 
ks. Even  these—Constantinople, 
Aarianople, Saloniki Monastir and Scu- 
tari are threaterfed. 

it is now reported that the great 
etronghold of Saloniki has been evac- 
uated and that the Turkish army sta- 
tioned in the city has been. withdrawn, 

ut no confirmation of this has yet been 
réceived. Which direction the retreat- 
ing army is supposed to have taken was 
not mentioned in the report, but if it 
ig true that the Turks have abandoned 
the city, they must sooner or later come 
into contact with one of the armies in- 
vesting the fortress, whichever way they 
take. 

Monastir Albo, where Fethi Pasha 
had a large Turkish army, is said to 
have been occupied by the allied Balkan 
trdops. : 

“Only One Defense of Capital. 

Between the-Bulgarian army and Con- 
stantinople now stand only the Tchatalja 
fo held by an army that has suf- 
fered a series of crushing defeats and 
it is believed in military circles is in- 
capable of making any sustained de- 
ferise against a vigorous assault. 

Some villages in the vicinity of this 
' Jast line of defense are reported already 
‘In ‘the hands of the Bulgarians, and it 
is»believed that a last big battle is in 
progress between the defenders and the 
invaders at these forts, which are the 
last outside of the capital. 

Phe Turkish fortress of Scutari, near 
the Montenegrin frontier, and that of 
Ad ople in the Bastern sphere are 
stil making a stubborn resistance, Mil- 
ita critics, who know the couhtry 
well, utter the warning not to expect 
the. early fall of Adrianople. The 
crifics point out that the invaders 
ha¥e not yet reached the principal line 
of forts around the city. 

The defenders of Scutari, too, have re- 
peatediy and successfully assumed the 
offensive, and have managed to keep 
the line open by which they can supply 
Tarakosch and the other Turkish fort- 
reas on Lake Scutari with provisions 
and ammunition. 

‘Protection for Constantinople. 

Preparations are being made for the 
protection of the menaced population of 
Constantinople. At the request: of the 
foreign ambassadors, entrenchments 
have been thrown up at San Stefano 
and at Kiatkane so that if the rout that 
occurred after previous battles should 
be repeated, the mob of fleeing soldiers 
can be checked.

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SAME MAN ADJUST 


Mrs. Emily Repp Gets Divorce 
and Mrs. Alice Repp an An- 
nulment Decree. 


Two husbands who claimed the same 


same husband, appeared Thursday in 
Judge Muench’s court. The Judge ad- 
justed the two distinct marital tangles 


by granting one divorce and. .two. de- 
crees of annulment. 

Mrs. Emily Repp of 5734 Maple avenue 
and Mrs. Alice Repp of 5047 Waterman 
avenue told the Court had Arthur Repp 
had married them in turn. Mrs. Emily 
Repp, the first wife, asked a divorce be- 
cause of the bigamous marriage to Alice 
Repp, and Alice Repp sought an annul- 
ment. Both pleas were granted. 

‘wo Married to Same Woman. 

Herman ‘Muguenin of 303 South Sec- 
ond street told the Court his wife, Pa- 
raska Huguenin, was bigamously mar- 
ried to him, as she was the undivorced 
wife of another man when she married 
him. The other man, John Michajluk 
of 12346 South Third street, was in court 
to bear out the statement. 

Judge Muench gave Huguenin a de- 
cree of annulment, which left him with- 
out a wife, though he is the father of 
a 7-weeks-old baby. His remarks indéi- 
cated he expected to wait for the wom- 
an to get a divorce from Michajluk, her 
first husband, and marry him again. 
Michajluk said he married the woman 
at Desloge, Mo., in 1907, and that the; 
separated after six months. He said 
he thought she acted through ignorance 
in marrying again without getting a dl- 
vorce. 

The Repp tangle was brought to light 
by the filing, a few months ago, of the 
divorce and annulment suits, after the 
two wives had found each other. Their 
testimony was that Arthur Repp had 
gone to Jackson, Tenn., promising to 
send for the first wife, and that, in- 
stead, he had sent a ticket to Alice 
Shockley, whom he pérsuaded to go to 
Tennessee and marry him, she believing 
he was single. Dean Carroll M. Davis 
of Christ Church Cathedral was a char- 
acter witness for the former Miss Shock- 
ley. 

Bigamy in Tennessee. 

Judge Muench expressed surprise that 
no effort had been made to bring about 
a prosecution of Repp under the crim- 
inal laws. Attorney Frank Coleman, 
representing Emily Repp, and Charles 
Reber, representing Alice Repp, told him 
the bigamous marriage was performed 
in Tennessee and therefore was out of 
the jurisdiction of the Missouri courts. 

Repp is employed, according to the 
testimony, at a garage at Delmar bou- 
levard and De Balisier® avenue. The 
first wife testified that when Repp tele- 
phoned to her after his return to St. 
Louis she accused him of the second 
marriage. He denied it first, but after- 
ward admitted it, she said. 

Both women identified a photograph of 
Repp as that of the man they married.

Folk Friendly to Willson. 

It is expected Gov. Wilson, in mak- 
ing his appointments, will be guided by 
the advice of Missourians who have 
been friendly to him and who have 
aided him in his fight. Former Gov. 
Folk, National Committeeman Goltra 
and former Mayor Rolla Wells have 
been conspicuous in the Wilson fight 
from the beginning, and it is said by 
Democratic politicians that their in- 
dorsement will go a long way toward 
landing the big appointments. 
President Taft has been guided largely 
in making his appointments in Missouri 
by the advice of Charles Nagel, who was 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor in 
the President’s Cabinet, and Republican 
National Committeeman. Former Sen- 
ator Warner had a prominent part in 
the distribution of patronage until his 
retirement two years ago. 

There is a possibility that St. Louis 
will get at least one cabinet office from 
the new _ President. Former Mayor 
Wells, who was treasurer of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee, has been 
mentioned for Secretary of the Trea- 
sury, and former Gov. Folk has been 
mentioned for Attorney-General, or 
another Cabinet office. Folk is said to 
have the backing of William J. Bryan. 

Many State Offices to Fill. 
The Democratic Governor will have 
the appointment of the police and elec- 
tion boards of St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph, and the St. Louis Excise 
Commissioner. Under the law the elec- 
tion boards are comprised of two 
Democrats and two Republicans. The 
Election Commissioners get $3000 a year, 
and the police commissioners $1000. The

Some of the Local Leaders Dis-

Showing in St. Louis. 


A meeting of the Progressive City 


\] Committee to oust Harry J, Cantwell as 


Nechaifman and to reorganize for the mu- 
nicipal campaign next spring, hag been 
called for next Monday night. F 

The poor showing of the Progressive 
national, State and city tickets in St. 
Louls, as compared with some other 
cities, is attributed by Progressive lead. 
ers to lack of efficient organization i. 
St. Loule. After the campaign was 
closed, tons of literature were found in 
the headquarters at 617 Olive street. 

Helpers Sent toe &t. Louisa. 

The Progressive State Committee. 
which transferred its headquarters from 
St. Louls to Kansas City, was so dissat- 
ised with the way things were run by 
the City Committee that it sent B. F. 
Beazell of Chillicothe and F. C. Trigg. 
a Kansas City newspaper man, to Bt. 
Louls to take charge of the campaign. 

Trigg and Beazell organized a cam- 
paign committee headed by Arthur N. 
Sager, but there was such a lack of 
co-operation. between the City Commit- 
tee and the Campaign Committee, that 
the Progressive State leaders were dis- 
satisfied with results. 

Progressive leaders said Thursday 
that the matter of reorganizing the 
City Committee might be put up to the 
Executive Committee of nine members, 
which, under resolution by the State 
convention, has supervision over the 
City Committee, with full power to re- 
organize it, whenever it wishes. 

The Progressives have opened new 
headquarters at 420 Commercial Build- 
ing. Some of the Progressive leaders 
say that with efficient organization, 
Roosevelt would have received almost 
50,000 votes In St. Loufs instead of only 
24,600 and that the Progressive city 
ticket would have run second to the 
Democratic ticket. 

Jarrett Favored by Some. 

W. EB. S. Jarrett, former chairman of 
the Republican City ‘Committee, has 
been mentioned as the most likely suc- 
cessor to Cantwell, in the event the 
dissatisfied element among the Pro- 
gressives - succeed in putting through 
their plan of reorganization, James M 
Gibson, committeeman from the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward, is also spoken of’ ag 
chairman. 

By reason of the fact that the Pr>- 
gressive forces in St. Louls County 
achieved definite results by electing a 
Public Administrator, and aiding the 
Democrats in the election of a Prosecut- 
ing Attceney and a member of the Leg- 
islature, C. G. Haizlip of Webster 
Groves, who had charge of the county

election. Many voters told him during 
‘his canvass, he said, that they would 
vote for Roosevelt, but would have to 
vote the Republican State ticket to 
themselves with their con-

100 JOBS IN CTY 


Sheriff Will Have Nearly Half 
of Patronage Which Results 
From Election. 


— — 

Fewer than 100 salaried positions 
will fall to Democrats ag the immé- 
diate spoils of the party’s decisive 
victory in the city election. The new- 
ly elected officers, most of whom will 
take their places January 1, will com- 
mand only-a limited patronage, with 
the exception of the Sheriff. 

The 45 positions in the new Sheriff's 
gift are already the object of keen 
Striving on the part of Democratic 
politicians, who have been wholly ex- 
cluded from the pie counter of late. 
Their distribution will merely serve 
to whet the appetite of party workers 
for the much bigger collection of City 
Fall positions, which depend on next 
spring’s election. 

Sheriff-elect Dickmann will replace 
Louls Nolte, who has served six years. 
,one two-year term and the first term 
under the new law which changed the 
Sheriff's tenure to four years. Dick- 
man served two two-year terms, and 
will now hold office for four years, 

The Sheriff receives $10,000 a year, 
if his fees amount to that much. Fees 
in excess of that amount he must turn 
into the city treasury. He pays sev- 
eral deputies $1560 a month, and others 
$90 or $75 a month, 

The four new Circuit Judges, Cave. 
Hennings, Jones and Koerner, will 
take their places Jan. 1. Their city 
and state salaries, combined, amount 
‘to $5500 a year each, and their tern 
is six years, 
ment of a stenographer, who receives 
$150 a month and receives outside pay 
for making transcrrpts of testimony, 
and of a janitor at $60 a month. The 
retiring Judges are Shields, Homer, 
Muench and Charles Claflin Allen. 

Irvin V. Barth was elected Judge for 
a short term, which will be about six 
weeks in length. He will take office 
as soon as he can get a certificate of 
election, succeeding Judge Homer, whose 
appointment, under the law, expired at 
election time. Jan. 1 he will give way 
to Judge Homer’s long term successor. 
His chief compensation for the trouble 
of making a campaign will be the title 
of Judge, which will be his in future on 
the well-known principle of the legal 
profession ‘“‘once a Judge, always a 
Judge.”’ 

The assignments of the new Judges to 
the various divisions of the Circuit 
Court, Civil and Criminal, will be made 
by the Circuit judges in general ses- 
sion. The judges also have the power 
of approving the Sheriff's appointments. 
Republicans are still in the majority 
among the judges. 

Ben F. Clark who will succeed Victor 
H. Falkenhainer as Judge of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, Division 2, will 
hold office four years at a $4000 salary. 
His appointmentg are a stenographer 
and a janitor. 

Thomas B. Harvey, when he succeeds 
Seebert G. Jones as Circuit Attorney at 
the. opening of the new year, will have 
the appointment of six assistants, re- 


|ceiving salaries of $200 to $250 a month, 


a clerk at $200 a month and two ste- 
nographers and three clerks at $100 
each. The Circuit Attorney’s term is 
four years, and his salary $5000. Jones 
has had one term, 

The new Coroner, Dr. Louis R. Pad- 
berg, will have a four-year term and a 
$3500 ‘salary. The retiring Coroner, Dr. 
Jules Baron, served two two-year terms, 
under the law formerly governing the of- 
fice, and one four-year term under the 
present law. 

The Coroner’s patronage consists of 


the appointment of two deputies at $150/ 


a month, a stenographer at $150 and two 
assistant stenographers at $60, a clerk 
at $100, porters of his office and of the 
city morgue at $50 a month and the sgu- 
perintendent and assistant superintend- 
ent of the morgue at $100 and $83.38 a 
month, respectively. 

The office of Public Administrator, 
in which James P. Newell will suc- 
ceed Harry Troll, is more removed from 
the public tn its methods of administra- 
tion than the others. The city does 
not provide quarters for the adminis- 
trator, who hase to pay office rent from 
the fees of his position. He appoints 
two or three deputies, whose salaries 
are not fixed by law, and several of- 
fice assistants, and gives out a large 
quantity of legal work. 

Troll held this office two terms. Pub- 
lic attention was attracted to the of- 
fice, in his second term, by an investi- 
gation into the fees of the office, which 
were-shown to net him @ sum in ex- 
cess of $20,000 a year. Attention was 
also called to the office by Troll’s ag- 
gressive policy in seeking to make 
bimself administrator, by every possible 
means' within the letter of the law, re- 
gardiess of the wishes of relatives of 
those whose estates he sought to cen- 
trol. 

A bfll to place this office on a salary 
basis will be introduced into the next 
Legislature.
